SUPREME COURT 
RAISES QUESTIONS 
When the Supreme Court ruled on December 8 that 
employees of a government have a First Amendment 
right to be heard at public meetings involving union 
contracts which cover them, the court once again toyed 
with a very basic public policy question that has, 
remarkably, avoided judicial scrutiny for more than 40 
years. 
Though serious labor scholars, like George Schatzki of 
the University of Texas, and Butler D. Shaffer of the 
University of Nebraska - Omaha, have suggested 
modifying labor policy to better balance the interests of 
individuals with those of union organizers and em­ 
ployers, the courts have never been faced with a serious 
challenge of the corerstone of compulsory unionism: 
exclusive representation. 
even in the Madison, Wisconsin, teacher’s case, in 
which the court ruled unanimously on December 8, the 
power of a government to compel an individual to accept 
representation from an unwanted private organization 
was not an issue. 
Yet six of the Justices, Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
and Justices White, Blackmun, Powell, Rehnquist, and 
Stevens, expressed some rather serious misgivings 
about the granting of monopoly powers to trade unions— 
at least in the public sphere. 
“Regardless of the extent to which true contract 
negotiations between a public body and its employees 
may be regulated ... the participation in public 
discussion of public business cannot be confined to one 
category of interested individuals. 
“To permit one side of a dabatable public question to 
have a monopoly in expressing its views to the govern­ 
ment is the antithesis of constitutional guarantees.” 
The decision, interestingly, comes at a very opportune 
time. First, it comes at a time when two other rather 
closely related cases also are in the'courts. In one, 600 
Detroit public school teachers are claiming that the 
compulsory payment of union dues to an unwanted union 
violates their Constitutional rights of freedom of speech 
and assembly and abridges (heir political freedom. In 
another, a group of Minnesota community college faculty 
members have asked the courts to actually rule on the 
issue of giving monopoly status to a union “exclusive 
representation,” that is. These teachers contend it is 
unconstitutional to deprive a public employee of the right 
to deal with his own government. 
All of the cases involve public employees, whose 
salaries come from the taxpayers of their respective 
communities. 
However, since First Amendment rights are involved, 
and industrial workers are no less entitled to protection 
by the First Amendment than are public workers, a 
succession of favorable rulings could place the whole 
compulsion - oriented federal labor policy on very shaky 
Constitutional ground. 
Second, and probably more important, the decision 
comes at a time when union officials are clamoring for 
what they call labor law “reform,” which means wiping 
out state Right to Work laws banning compulsory 
unionism, and legalizing “common situs” picketing, 
which would give construction union organizers the 
power to keep non-union workmen from their jobs. 
Public opposition to union monopoly has now reached 
the point that if the federal labor law is opened up to 
accommodate the wishes of George Meany, union of­ 
ficials are going to find themselves faced with a major 
effort to eliminate the powr of “exclusive represen­ 
tation.” 
It is something that would certainly serve the interests 
of individual workers. Which might be why the union 
bosses will be reluctant to run the risk that such a 
proposal might pass. 
The Supreme Court sure has raised an interesting 
issue.

YOUR PREDICTIONS, 
PLEASE 
Do you have a hunch, a premonition, a vision about 
where an earthquake is going to strike, or maybe just 
uncanny luck at making guesses? The U.S. Geological 
Survey would like to hear about it. 
It is not that the survey places much credence in 
clairvoyance. But as part of an effort to separate fact 
from fallacies about earthquake predictions, it has begun 
keeping score on all predictions brought to its attention. 
As Roger N. Hunter, a geophysicist at the USGS ear­ 
thquake center in Denver explains: 
“While scientists are only beginning to solve the 
problem, others have been claiming to be able to predict 
earthquakes since time immemorial. Someone hks 
predicted a great California earthquake nearly every 
year ; sooner or late one of these predictions will be right. 
Because wrong predictions tend to be forgotten, the 
result of a correct prediction could be instant fame and a 
great deal of harmful public credulity.” 
The best antidote to fictional claims, he says, is a good 
dose of fact, but the facts will be lacking unless they are 
accumulated. 
One thing the survey will not consider is a prediction 
made known after an earthquake happens. The 
seismicity of an area — that is, its proneness to ear­ 
thquakes — will also be taken into account by its com­ 
puter in rating a prediction. Earthquakes are so common 
in California, for example, that any given day will 
probably have one, whereas Florida has so few that the 
odds are very much against a chance date being correct.

Both General Motors and 
Chrysler Corp. have announced 
record high profits for the third 
quarter of this year. The only 
reason Ford Motor Co. did not 
join the happy group is that it 
was the target of a 28-day strike 
by the United AutoWorkers. 
What it means to the first two 
companies, to use the words of

their own spokesmen, is that 
there is “no reason” for a strike 
against them. Their record 
profits indicate they should be 
able to meet the same wofkers’ 
demands as Ford did.

Riccardo, whose company has 
been selected by the UAW as its 
next target, does not rule out 
another price increase later in 
the model year. 
One can’t help wondering, 
though, what would have hap­ 
pened if the UAW and the 
companies had gotten together 
and announced that in view of 
the industry’s healthy profit 
picture, the union had decided to 
renew the old contract and the 
companies in turn were voting a 
dividend to the public in the 
form of lower prices. Or almost 
as welcome, the same prices. 
This would have immediately 
lowered everybody’s cost of 
living, have spurred sales even 
more and eventually maybe 
have generated enough new 
profits to enable the companies 
to reward their workers with a 
bonus later on.

FOR ROADS AHEAD? 
Every time a motorist buys a 
gallon of gasoline, he puts down 
a deposit of 12 cents to pay for 
the roads he UBes. That is the 
average combined total of state 
and federal taxes on a gallon of 
gasoline. 
Since 1956, the federal tax, 
plus taxes on other automotive 
products like tires, oil and spare 
parts, have gone into the Hi#i- 
way Trust Fund. This is a 
depository for money to be 
shared with the states for 
building and upgrading nearly 
one million miles of federal-aid 
highways and more than 230,000 
bridges.

The 
FHWA, which administers the 
trust fund, estimated last June 
that the states were sitting on 
some 67.7 billion in unobligated 
federal-aid highway money. 
Added to this is continuing 
inflation, which means that the 
same number of dollars from 
the trust fund and other sources 
can do less repair, resurfacing 
and improvement work.

currently in need of resurfacing, 
says TRIP.

Major Firms Dodge IRS

WASHINGTON - The Internal 
Revenue Service is secretly in­ 
vestigating 50 of the nation’s 
largest corporations for tax eva­ 
sion. But many more companies, 
according to IRS sources, have 
escaped paying their fair share 
of taxes. 
IRS Commissioner Donald 
Alexanut r tnid us uiat las agen­ 
cy was looking into serious crim­ 
inal charges against 50 major 
corporations. Among them, we 
have learned, are such giant 
firms as General Tire and Rub­ 
ber, Gulf Oil, McDonnell 
Douglas, Phillips Petroleum, 
Revlon, Schlitz Brewing and the 
3M Company. 
Evidence of fraudulent ac­ 
tivities by these corporations 
was uncovered, Alexander said, 
by his “large case audit pro­ 
gram ” Under this program, the 
IRS automatically audits the na­ 
tion’s 1,230 corporations which 
have assets of more than $250 
million each. 
Our IRS sources contend, 
however, that the tax agency 
should be catching even more 
corporate tax evaders. One 
source estimated there could be 
200, maybe more, additional cor­ 
porations filing phony tax 


returns. 
In fact, the 1RS auditors may 
not deserve all the credit for 
catching the 50 corporations 
under investigation. In one case 
involving the Fruehauf Trailer 
Company, according to Rep. 
Charles Vanik, D.-Ohio, it wasn’t 
the auditors but a confidential 
informant who supplied the in­ 
formation leading to the indict­ 
ment of company officials on tax 
fraud charges. 
Vanik heads the House Ways 
and Means Oversight Subcom­ 
mittee, which keeps a sharp eye 
or» the 1RS. He fired off a private 
letter to Alexander, therefore, 
asking how each case of corpor­ 
ate fraud was uncovered. 
The commissioner ignored the 
letter, which was dated Septem­ 
ber 21. So on December 13, 
Vanik followed up with another 
letter. There still has been no 
reply. We have learned that the 
1RS, meanwhile, tried to get a 
ruling from the Justice Dept., 
forbidding the release of the in­ 
formation that Vanik requested. 
Some of the nation’s most pro­ 
minent and prestigious corpora­ 
tions have resorted to shabby, if 
ingenious, schemes to evade 
taxes. Of course, the taxes they 


escaped paying had to be made 
up by the honest taxpayers. Here 
are just a few of the tax evasion 
schemes, with the names omit­ 
ted in order not to jeopardize the 
investigation: 
— One large corporation paid 
$2.5 million to a public relations 
firm, which was used solely for 
political lobbying under the 
direction of corporate officers. 
The corporation wrote off the 
money as a bad debt. 
— Another big firm bribed 
state officials and then deducted 
the bribes as salesmen’s ex- 
penses. 
— A multinational corporation 
deducted the expenses of a 
foreign subsidiary from its US. 
tax return, thereby illegally 
descreasmg the amount of taxes 
it paid. 
— Still another corporation 
used a public relations outfit to 
distribute political payoffs, 
which would have been illegal if 
the firm had made the contribu­ 
tions directly. The company then 
compounded the offense by 
deducting the payments as busi­ 
ness expenses. 
Alexander told us the 1RS is 
cracking down on the big cor­ 
porations. He has ordered his au­ 
ditors to ask 11 questions of cor­ 
porate executives, questions that 
are calculated to expose bribery, 
kickbacks and secret foreign 
bank accounts. If the executives 
give false answers, they would 
be subject to criminal prosecu­ 
tion. 
Yet the 1RS intelligence 
agents confided to us that the 
crackdown has been less effec­ 
tive than it should be. They con­ 
tended that Alexander is relying 
on auditors who are well inten- 
tioned but Uÿk the investigatory 


skills of the intelligence agents. 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission forms, reporting unusual 
payments such as bribes and 
kickbacks, are referred to the 
auditors. They have the power to 
inspect corporate books. But the 
corporations isolate the auditors 
and prevent them from question­ 
ing corporate personnel. 
The intelligence agents 
argued that the corporate books 
alone seldom reveal the tax eva­ 
sion. It takes the testimony of 
witnesses to nail down the fraud, 
they told us. 
Fishy Story: Thieves have 
been stealing fish food out of the 
mouths of the resident fish at the 
National Aquarium. 
The thieves have been dis­ 
criminating; they have filched 
only jumbo shrimp and crab 
m eat from the Aquarium 
freezer. Some $200 worth of these 
delectables have disappeared 
during the past eight months.

The shrimp-eating celebrants 
insisted that they purchased 
their jumbo6 from R.W. Claxton 
Seafood, Inc. But Claxton’s 
refused to talk about the 
Aquarium purchases. 
“Well lose business and (the 
government) will come in to in­ 
spect the plant,” Richard Clax­ 
ton explained.

SUPREME COURT 
RAISES QUESTIONS 
When the Supreme Court ruled on December 8 that 
employees of a government have a First Amendment 
right to be heard at public meetings involving union 
contracts which cover them, the court once again toyed 
with a very basic public policy question that has, 
remarkably, avoided judicial scrutiny for more than 40 
years. 
Though serious labor scholars, like George Schatzki of 
the University of Texas, and Butler D. Shaffer of the 
University of Nebraska - Omaha, have suggested 
modifying labor policy to better balance the interests of 
individuals with those of union organizers and em­ 
ployers, the courts have never been faced with a serious 
challenge of the corerstone of compulsory unionism: 
exclusive representation. 
even in the Madison, Wisconsin, teacher’s case, in 
which the court ruled unanimously on December 8, the 
power of a government to compel an individual to accept 
representation from an unwanted private organization 
was not an issue. 
Yet six of the Justices, Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
and Justices White, Blackmun, Powell, Rehnquist, and 
Stevens, expressed some rather serious misgivings 
about the granting of monopoly powers to trade unions — 
at least in the public sphere. 
"Regardless of the extent to which true contract 
negotiations between a public body and its employees 
may be regulated ... the participation in public 
discussion of public business cannot be confined to one 
category of interested individuals. 
"To permit one side of a dabatable public question to 
have a monopoly in expressing its views to the govern­ 
ment is the antithesis of constitutional guarantees." 
The decision, interestingly, comes at a very opportune 
time. First, it comes at a time when two other rather 
closely related cases also are in the courts. In one, 600 
Detroit public school teachers are claiming that the 
compulsory payment of union dues to an unwanted union 
violates their Constitutional rights of freedom of speech 
and assembly and abridges their political freedom. In 
another, a group of Minnesota community college faculty 
members have asked the courts to actually rule on the 
issue of giving monopoly status to a union "exclusive 
representation," that is. These teachers contend it is 
unconstitutional to deprive a public employee of the right 
to deal with his own government. 
All of the cases involve public employees, whose 
salaries come from the taxpayers of their respective 
communities. 
However, since First Amendment rights are involved, 
and industrial workers are no less entitled to protection 
by the First Amendment than are public workers, a 
succession of favorable rulings could place the whole 
compulsion - oriented federal labor policy on very shaky 
Constitutional ground. 
Second, and probably more important, the decision 
comes at a time when union officials are clamoring for 
what they call labor law “reform," which means wiping 
out state Right to Work laws banning compulsory 
unionism, and legalizing "common situs" picketing, 
which would give construction union organizers the 
power to keep non-union workmen from their jobs. 
Public opposition to union monopoly has now reached 
the point that if the federal labor law is opened up to 
accommodate the wishes of George Meany, union of­ 
ficials are going to find themselves faced with a major 
effort to eliminate the powr of "exclusive represen­ 
tation." 
It is something that would certainly serve the interests 
of individual workers. Which might be why the union 
bosses will be reluctant to run the risk that such a 
proposal might pass.

But as part of an effort to separate fact 
from fallacies about earthquake predictions, it has begun 
keeping score on all predictions brought to its attention. 
As Roger N. Hunter, a geophysicist at the USGS ear­ 
thquake center in Denver explains: 
"While scientists are only beginning to solve the 
problem, others have been claiming to be able to predict 
earthquakes since time immemorial. Someone lias 
predicted a great California earthquake nearly every 
year ; sooner or late one of these predictions will be right. 
Because wrong predictions tend to be forgotten, the 
result of a correct prediction could be instant fame and a 
great deal of harmful public credulity." 
The best antidote to fictional claims, he says, is a good 
dose of fact, but the facts will be lacking unless they are 
accumulated 
One thing the survey will not consider is a prediction 
made known after an earthquake happens 
Hie 
seismicity of an area — that is, its proneness to ear­ 
thquakes — will also be taken into account by its com­ 
puter in rating a prediction. Earthquakes are so common 
in California, for example, that any given day will 
probably have one, whereas Florida has so few that the 
odds are very much against a chance date being correct.

Dexter engineer advises council not 
to get involved in major highway projects 


DEXTER — Gary Gaines, an 
engineer with C. R. Trotter and 
Associates, a consulting firm 
acting as city engineers, advised 
the City Council Monday night to 
not get involved in any major 
highway projects for the next 
several years. 
About $140,000 is available to 
the city through a federal 
program but is not as good as it 
sounds. 


There are “three catches", 
Gaines explained, including the 
fact that the city must supply 30 
per cent-or $90,OOO-matching 
funds; foe project must be 
contracted by July 1978 and the 
work must meet federal ap­ 
proval. 
Cost to build new highways is 
extremely high, Gaines said, 
about $1 million per mile for 
construction cost only. 
The city is considering im­ 
proving One Mile Road and 
Highway 114, but with this 
relatively 
small amount of 
money work could not even get 
started, Gaines said. 


He did suggest that this money 
could be used to upgrade the 
intersection at One Mile Road 
and Highway 114 now often the 
scene of a traffic bottleneck. 
The 
Missouri 
Highway 
Department could do the work 
and the planning, in which case 
they could supply the matching 
funds, leaving foe only cost to 
the city for buying the right-of- 
way, which would still be ex­ 
pensive, Gaines Said. 
He recommended that the city 
abandon the idea of major road 
improvements on Highway 114 
and One Mile Road, not only 
because the people would 
probably not be willing to pay 
the cost, but also because the 
work would not be justified. 
One reason cited by Gaines to 
back up his recommendation is 
that right now the state highway 
department is considering an 
interchange to Highway 60 just 
west of town, near the com­ 
munity of Fosterville, which 
would change the traffic pat­ 
terns. 
The second reason cited by 


Gaines was that One Mile Road 
will never be a major traffic 
area because of the railroad 
crossing across it. To make it a 
major carrier an overpass 
would have to be built and that is 
not a good place for an overpass, 
he said. 
Reason for that he said in his 
presentation, is that right-of- 
way costs would be prohibitive -

Ford proposes income tax cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford today proposed a $10 
billion personal income tax cut 
along with corporate tax reduc­ 
tions and an increase in person­ 
al Social Security taxes. The 
package is nearly a carbon 
copy of tax cut proposals Con­ 
gress rejected last year. 
Like last year’s package, the 
new proposal includes $2.5 bil­ 
lion in corporate tax reduc­ 
tions. It also calls for a $5.1 bil­ 
lion increase in personal Social 
Security taxes over a two-year 
period. Last year’s proposal 
called for a $1.65 billion in­ 
crease in personal Social Secur­ 
ity taxes. 
The administration proposal 
last year was linked to com­ 
pensating cuts in spending. But 
this time, Ford’s proposal was 
initially unclear on whether he 
would 
seek 
compensating 
spending cuts. Ford noted in a 
message to Congress that be 


will be sending up his spending 
proposals with his budget later 
this month. 
Ford estimated his tax pro­ 
posals would save $227-a-year 
for a family of four with an in­ 
come of $15,006. 
The Democratic controlled 
Congress is expected to await 
the economic stimulus plan of 
President-elect Carter rather 
than act on Ford’s proposal. 
Carter has indicated his pro­ 
gram would focus on job crea­ 
tion. Ford’s tax proposals were 
targeted at what foie President 
called middle-income tax pay­ 
ers. 
“The tax reductions of 1975 
and 1976 focused tax relief on 
the lower income taxpayer,” 
Ford said. "However, it is high 
time to focus substantial tax re­

on 
middle-income 
tax­ 
payers.” 
The package includes a pro­ 
posal to increase the individual 


income tax exemption from the 
present $750 to $1,000, said L. 
William Seidman, the Presi­ 
dent's economic adviser. 
Ford’s proposed tax saving 
for individuals would be effec­ 
tive with the current year. It 
would be offset to some degree 
by increases in Social Security 
taxes effective next Jan. 1.

for individuals currently is 5.85 
per cent of income up to about 
$16,000. Under the Ford propos­ 
al, that rate would rise to 6.6 
per cent by Jaa 1, 1980, al­ 
though two-tenths of a per cent 
of that increase is already 
mandated by law.

Dexter engineer advises council not 
to get involved in major highway projects 


D EXTER — Gary Gaines, an 
engineer with C. R Trotter and 
Associates, a consulting firm 
acting as city engineers, advised 
the City Council Monday night to 
not get involved in any major 
highway projects for the next 
several years. 
About $140,000 is available to 
the 
city 
through a 
federal 
program but is not as good as it 
sounds 


There are "three catches” , 
Gaines explained, including the 
fact that the city must supply 30 
per 
cent-or 
tSO.OOO-matching 
funds, 
the project must be 
contracted by July 1978 and the 
work must meet federal ap^ 
proval. 
Cost to build new highways is 
extremely high, Gaines said, 
about $1 million per mile for 
construction coat only. 
The city is considering im 
proving One Mile Road and 
Highway 
114, but with this 
relatively 
small 
amount 
of 
money work could not even get 
started, Gaines said 


He did suggest that this money 
could be used to upgrade the 
intersection at One Mile Road 
and Highway 114 now often the 
scene of a traffic bottleneck. 
The 
Missouri 
Highway 
Department could do the work 
and the planning, in which case 
they could supply the matching 
funds, leaving the only cost to 
the city for buying the right-of- 
way, which would still be ex­ 
pensive, Gaines Said. 
He recommended that the city 
abandon the idea of ma jor road 
improvements on Highway 114 
and One Mile Road, not only 
because the people would 
probably not be willing to pay 
the cost, but also because the 
work would not be justified. 
One reason cited by Gaines to 
back up his recommendation is 
that right now the state highway 
department is considering an 
interchange to Highway 60 just 
west of town, near the com­ 
munity of Foaterville, which 
would change the traffic pat­ 
terns 
The second reason cited by 


Gaines was that One Mile Road 
will never be a major traffic 
area because of the railroad 
crossing across it. To make it a

would have to be toiilt and that is 
not a good place for an overpass, 
he said. 
Reason for that he said in his 
presentation, is that right-of- 
way costs would be prohibitive - 
the city would, for example have 
to

projected growth of the city in 
the future will be to the west of 
Dexter, passing the One Mile 
Road area by; and that

is no way the city could come up 
with the money for that project 
The council members did not 
meet the engineer's suggestions 
with enthusiams but did agree to 
meet with the highway depar­ 
tment at the council’s first 
meeting in February.
